It was natural that he and Mary 
should grow to l<>**e each other, and It 
was agreed previous to Ids last voyage 
th a t the two should marry on his re 
turn. 
But, alas! 
He was gone a little more than a 
year, and on his return when he went 
to the school where he had placed her 
he found that Mary had died. 
His heart was brokeu. 
Turning his back upon the world, he 
spent the remaining thirty six years of 
bis life in aimless, hopeless solitude. 
He built a shack one story and a half, 
the ground floor serving as sitting 
room and kitchen, from which a lad 
der took him up into a bare garret 
w here be slept. 
There he lived his life, lonely and 
desolate to the end.

S U S P E N D I N G S E N T E N C E S . 
The new practice of suspending sen­ 
tences in order to give men convicted 
of an offense or even of a crime an 
opportunity to reform places a heavy 
responsibility upon criminal 
judges 
toward the public. 
The power to aua- 
peud sentences must be used discreet­ 
ly, not sentimentally or by favor. 
If 
there be any weakness In a Judge, the 
opportunity to say whether a man who 
has been convicted shall go to Jail or 
go free will be sure to bring it out. 
It 
subjects him to all sorts of pressure 
from politicians or from friends of the 
accused, says the W ashington Herald. 
If he is goodhearted, he is likely to be 
led away from duty by his own feel­ 
ings. 
Or he may be made the victim 
of untried humanitarian theories. This 
is not to be taken as an 
argument 
against suspending sentences. 
It Is 
merely Intended to show that the prac­ 
tice makes strength of character and 
a high order of conscientiousness in­ 
dispensable on the bench.

The whole proceeding is more than 
ridiculous 
it is almost brutal.

if he knows how' to fill teeth—if 
he knows how to draw up a contract 
the t ublic Is entitled to also know 
about it. 
And that man. being a resident of 
the land of the free and home of the 
brave, has the right to realize on his 
skill and knowledge by making his 
merits known. 
To remain silent and let those with 
established practice gather in the coin 
is silly and preposterous, and the mar­ 
vel Is that a perverted proposition like 
that should ever have secured a foot 
hold. 
1 think If I had the ability to do 
anything w ell- if I possessed the nec­ 
essary skill to render a valuable serv­ 
ice to the community

While he stacks fh e articles In the 
market basket of the housewife, the 
edltor-grocer finds out who the newly 
arrived visitor in the community Is, 
who was married during the week, 
and other items to fill up the local 
columns of his paper. 
At intervals 
of one, two or four weeks, the store 
newspaper makes its appearance 
The store paper Is generally pub­ 
lished in a town too small to support 
a regular weekly, and in such places 
meets a need of the storekeeper by 
advertising his place of business and 
at the same time with Its news fe a t­ 
ures fills a niche in the romrnunity 
that gives It a welcome place. 
In a town where no paper Is pub­ 
lished, effective advertising, which is 
just as essential to the success of 
the small storekeeper as to the owner 
of the city departm ent store, becomes 
a problem.
